Melody Lomboy receives coveted Victor award 


Melody Lomboy, l.J-year-old patient at City of 
Hope, was a special guest at the 24th annual Victor 
.Awards benefiting the medical center at the Las Ve¬ 
gas Hilton Hotel on Saturday, June 23. 

The Sierra Madre resident, daughter of Ben and 
Carmella Lomboy, was part of the show’s all- 
star cast honoring outstanding athletes in 14 cate¬ 
gories of sports. 

Melody received a bone transplant at the City 
of Hope in 1983 following being diagnosed as hav¬ 
ing acute lymphoblastic leukemia, a deadly disease 
that can claim its victims within 12 months. She 
underwent treatment for three years and has remained 
in remission tor more than five years. 

Today she is a typical healthy young teen¬ 
ager and a junior high school student who is a 
highly proficient swimmer. She represents the Arca¬ 
dia Riptides and the Pasadena Aquatic Swim Team. 

Melody received her special recognition from 
Olympic Gold Medalist Steve Lundquist, a swim¬ 
ming champion star of the 1984 Los Angeles 
Olympic games. 

Known as the “Academy of Sports,” the Vic¬ 
tor Awards featured championship athletes plus a 
host of stars headed by Norm Crosby, City of Hope 
National Ambassador of Goodwill, and Florence 
Henderson, veteran spokespeson for the medical 
center. 

Embezzlement

Sierra Madre Chief of Police Bill Betts and AU 
torney John Sommer do not agree on whether it 
would be advantageous for Sierra Madre to join the 
Santa Anita Court District. Mayor George Maurer 
believes that it is something we should consider. 

Sommer says that transfer of the city of Sierra 
Madre from the Pasadena Municipal Court to the 
Santa Anita Court would save the city net savings 
of 58805. He said in a report, “This is equiva¬ 
lent to more than 11 weeks, full-time, of one po¬ 
lice officer patrolling the city. Once the District 
Attorney’s office in Monrovia is upgraded, the sav¬ 
ings will be 59345 a year.” 

In Chief Betts’ report to City Administrator 
Jim McRea, dated Mar. 21, 1990, Betts concludes, 
“It appears that the cost in transportation and man¬ 
power hours would he substantially increased if we 
transfer to Santa .Anita Court District.” 

At this time, Santa Anita Court District does 
not handle cases that are put through a superior 
court; it is a municipal court only. Juveniles and 
felonies would have to remain in Pasadena, there- 
fore. 

Santa .Anita ssould handle traffic tickets, mis¬ 
demeanor trials, preliminarv hearings for felony 
prosecutions. Sierra Madre Police would need to go 
lu Pasadena Superior Court for felony trials, mis¬ 
demeanor and felony filings. Sommer s report says, 
“One of the primary concerns of Chief Betts 
about the proposed change from the Pasadena Muni¬ 
cipal Court to the Santa Anita Court is that it 


spent by his officers in filing criminal charges ■ - • In 
actual practice, the dual locations for filing criminal 
cases will not be a problem. Most officers know 
what cases should be filed as felonies. If an officer 
is unsure, he can simply call the Filing Deputy 
and get an opinion over the telephone.” 

Betts’ report addresses felony cases, “If we go 
to Pasadena on a felony case for filing and the D.A. 
decides to file only a misdemeanor, we would 
have to take the case to Santa Anita Court tor 
filing after we type the complaint. This will result 
in additional transportation and time costs.” 

Sommer answers that the District Attorney s 
office at the Santa Anita Court is expected to be up¬ 
graded to a “full service” office. However, at the 
present time, the District Attorney’s office is not. 
Sommer’s report reads, “It is staffed by three 
Deputy District Attorneys. Two of the Deputy Dis¬ 
trict Attorneys have responsibility for filing all 
cases in the courtrooms at Santa Anita. The third is 
a Filing Deputy for misdemeanors only,” Sommer 
says. 

Sierra Madre Police write about 400 parking 
tickets a month, according to Sommer. The tickets 
are written by hand and carried to Pasa¬ 
dena Municipal Court for processing by the court 
clerk who turns them over to a private contractor 
called Datacom. This processing costs about 52.50 
per ticket with an additional 52.50 if tlic lickc' is 
contested. 

Betts’ report of Mar. 21, 1990, says, “We cur- 
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New drunk 
driving laws 
very tough 

As of July 1, a new drunk driving 
law went into effect and that law allows 
police officers to take drivers’ licenses 
away on the spot if individuals are ar¬ 
rested and held on suspicion of drunk 
driving. 

Once taken to the station, if a sus¬ 
pect fails the Breathalyzer, blood or 
urine test (or refuses to take one) the 
susp>ect may lose the drivers’ license. 
Officers will send it to the Department 
of Motor Vehicles and the suspect will re¬ 
ceive a temporary permit in exchange. 

First offenders will have their li¬ 
censes suspended for four months. Mo¬ 
torists with one or more DUI convic¬ 
tions in seven years will receive a one- 
year suspension. They will be charged 
$100 to get the license reissued. 

Drivers charged with driving under 
the influence have 10 days after licenses 
are lifted to make administrative appeals 
with the DMV. In many cases the agency 
will take suspension action before the 
motorist goes to court. 

California joins 27 other states with 
similar laws. 

Also after July 1, motorists are 
being charged a 25-cent-per-tire fee on 
old tires you leave with the dealer 
when you buy new or used tires. 

The fee is required under the new 
California Tire Recycling Act which is 
effective through June 30, 1999. 

The 25 cent fee on the 20 mil¬ 
lion tires discarded each year in Cali¬ 
fornia could raise up to $5 million in 
revenue and, hopefully, will help reduce 
the number of tires deposited in land 
fills.

About the best one around here 
was the mountain trail, B.D. Wilson, of San 
Gabriel, discovered on the way to Mt. Wilson.”

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Amy Tan described art as “creating what 
is new and different.” Her first book of fic¬ 
tion, “The Joy Luck Club” is indeed art by 
that definition. 

“My own world view is different,” she 
told the Cal State L.A. audience on June 
16, advising hopeful writers to “try to capture 
your own personality and in that you capture 
what is universally true.” 

In 1981, at the age of 29, Tan began to 
think of herself as a writer. Before that time 
it had seemed to be her “destiny” (envisioned 
by her parents) to be a neurosurgeon. 

Her first writing job was working for a 
small publisher on a four-page medical news¬ 
paper, working 90 hours a week with impos¬ 
sible deadlines. 

In 1987, familiar with the concept of “the 
call” from her father, a Baptist minister, she 
began to feel the “Call to Fiction.” 

“1 could do a private thing,” shared the 
author. “I could ask questions that could only 
be answered within myself, using characters to 
ask and answer.” 

This is exactly the inner structure of Tan’s 
“The Joy Luck Club,” which met with instant 
success upon publication last year. 

Tan shared with the Summer Writing Insti¬ 
tute audience, that in her writing process: “1 
begin with an image, and then the characters 
come alive and tell the story for me. The story

unfolds until 1 find myself at the surprising 
point of the end.” 

Tan also talked of the pros and cons of be¬ 
ing a famous writer. The positives seemed to 
tip the balance scales (an Oriental concept very 
prevalent in Tan’s writing) way over as she 
expressed the ambivalences. 

As for the negatives. Tan lamented that 
her fame has given her more stressful and com¬ 
plicated life, and that her public life diminishes 
the honesty that a private life provides. She 
worries now, she says, because although she is 
assured her work will be published, she has no 
assurance that it will be good. 

For positives, “the best part is writing, 
experiencing “the thrill and exhilaration of wri- 
bng'’’ 

She also enjoys the public affirmation 
and encouragement. The financial rewards 
enable her both to write and to provide for 
her mother. “My writing success has helped 
my relationship with my mother, she said, 
and indeed the presence of the mother looms 
largely in Tan’s writing. 

With the high profile Tan has established 
in the writing world with her best seller, she 
has met many writers and now has authors as 
friends. 

And last but not least, she adds to her 
list of positives, “1 no longer need to feel 
guilty about buying hard back books.” Some¬ 
thing any book lover can relate to!

Councilniembers 
starting to ask 
questions about 
water suppiy 

This is Part 3 of a series of articles concerning 
the water supply in Sierra Madre. Ed. 

For over 30 years. Sierra Madre taxpayers have 
paid what many feel is an exhorbitant tax for an 
insurance policy which has no way to pay when it is 
needed. 

The insurance policy is water. We’ve never 
needed it before. Perhaps that is why our City 
Council and the board representatives have not 
raised a ruckus, even when the four-city district 
(San Gabriel Valley Municipal Water District) 
members have not come through even though they 
promised in the early 1970s to provide the means 
of getting added water to us “soon.” They made 
the same promise in the mid-’80s that they would do 
something "within the year." 

Now that we are in the midst of a serious 
drought, we’ve been asked to curtail water usage by 
10 percent and the Raymond Basin Management 
Board says we overpumped our water allotment by 
more than 500 acre fee in 1989. 

The combination seems to have fired up the 
councilmembers to the point where all five are voic¬ 
ing pressing concern. 

Bartolai takes hard stand 

Councilman Clem Bartolai said, "Our repre 
sentative (Charles Corp) is trying to wrestle with the 
problem, but 1 don’t feel anything is being done as 
far as help goes. 

"When 1 was mayor in 1988-89, 1 wrote a letter 
requesting help and never even had a response. 

“We’re not able to pull our money out and 
we’re not receiving any value for a very long-term 
investment. 

"They want us to come up with a ‘solution.’ 
Why should the city hire an engineer and submit a 
‘solution’ for the district to simploy vote on? 
They should put some work and investment into it. 

"We’ve told them our desires — first, emer¬ 
gency, then supplemental water. We’ve had various 
meetings and study sessions. Now maybe it’s time 
to come down hard. 

"As I said at a recent study meeting with them, 
‘i don’t think anything is being done. What is 
happening here?’ 

"So far, 1 don’t see anything. 3^'e need to start 
dictating what we want done." 

MacGillivray wants participation 

Councilwoman MaryAnn MacGillivray stated 
that she feels that Siena Madre has received "no 
real concrete return in terms of water supply” and 
questioned why nothing has been done. “We 
should be more active participants." 

The district, she said, could help to pay for feasi¬ 
bility and engineering studies on possible solutions 
such as the additional tunnel proposed by .Mayor 
George Maurer, or wells in the Arcadia area. 

She feels the district “owes us.” "We’ve 
been paying in for some time and haven’t gotten 
back what we’ve put in,” she said. 

She is convinced the citizens of Sierra Madre 
would be adamantly opposed to getting water from 
the Metropolitan Water District (MW D), (one pro¬ 
posal under discussion) — "at least those who under-

Leah Kay 
isn’t as pretty or as 
bubbly as Debbie Rey¬ 
nolds, but she has the 


sense to play it her way. 
She is more believable 
as a would-be dramatic 
actress, she can certainly 
sing and dance and she 
comes off very well. 
Bruce Wheeler can sing, 
dance and play the piano 
which is not enough to 
try to be Donald O’Conner. 
He gives it a good try, 
but O’Connor in his 
prime was a real zany 
who could get away with 
the most outrageous 
things and roll his 
audience helplessly in 
the aisle. Wheeler is like 
a man telling you about 
a clown act, and dis¬ 


covering belatedly that 
you really had to be there. 
Some new material suited 
to his not inconsiderable 
talents should be 
found for him. When 
teamed with other peo¬ 
ple he’s fine, but 
the way he delivers 
the character’s lines 
from the movie only 
point out how little of 
the wit was in the lines 
and how much in the 
delivery. 

The basic prob¬ 
lem lies in the at¬ 
tempts to reproduce 
the movie, scene by 
scene, on the stage. At 
wiser moments, the show 
departs from the 
movie script to give us 
some very attractive pro¬ 
duction numbers by the 
dancers who move with 
precision and wit, to 
give us glimpses of 
“The Dancing Cavalier” 
with the voice sub¬ 
stitution turning on and 


off very cleverly, and 
some entertainingly up¬ 
dated jokes. 

As with most art forms, 
imitation can be amusing, 
but a new interpreta¬ 
tion usually has a lot more 
character. 

John Vaughn, choreo¬ 
grapher, who also plays 
the Gene Kelly role, 
has reproduced memor¬ 
able pits of the original 
dances well. He event 
has wet rain to sing in. 
But it V ild be inter¬ 
esting to see what he 
would have designed 
for his own, quite dif¬ 
ferent, physique and style. 

This is a pleasant 
warm-weather show, but 
try to forget the original 
and come to it fresh. I 
couldn’t.

rently take all parking tickets not paid to the clerk’s 
office in Pasadena. They process them by typing 
the notices of intentions and mailing them out from 
the Court. This is a big savings to us in time 
and funds. We would have to go back to handling 
the notices here because the Santa Anita clerk’s office 
does not do that work.” 

Concerning Sierra Madre’s residents’ attending 
court, Sommer noted that in Pasadena there is no 
free parking . . . "At Santa Anita, there is a free 
lot across the street from the courthouse. The lot 
cannot accommodate all the public during the busiest 
hours of the morning. However, there is a sub¬ 
stantial amount of free on-street parking,” Sommer 
notes. 

Sommer believes that “Sierra Madre has much 
more in common with these cities (Bradbury, Duarte, 
Monrovia and Arcadia) . . . Pasadena is a much 
more commercial city, with many large office build¬ 
ings and industries, than Sierra Madre or its other 
neighbors. It is clear that if a choice were to be made 
now for the first time. Sierra Madre would be 
much more likely to join with her sister cities on 


the South and East, rather than to be a small and 
insignficant part of an organization dominated by 
Pasadena.” 

Sommer says, “The Sierra Madre Police De¬ 
partment has a long, and in its opinion, good 
relationship with the Pasadena Municipal Court. 
This relationship should not be lightly disregarded. 
Chief Betts highly values the monthly breakfasts 
attended by the District Attorney, the Public De¬ 
fender, the Pasadena court clerks and the judges. 
He believes that this is important and it is. There 
is presently no such formalized meetings at Santa 
Anita Court and the relatively small size of the court, 
they can respond to the others’ needs without 
regularly scheduled meetings.” 

“Chief Betts is also concerned that if Sierra 
Madre leaves the Pasadena Court, it might weaken 
the close relationship his force has with the Pasadena 
Police Department. Yet, Sierra Madre has a good 
relationship with the Arcadia Police Department even 
though they are not now in the same municipal 
court district,” Sommer says in his report. 

Sommer is an attorney who lives in Sierra Madre. 
He has been a judge pro tern in the East Los 
Angeles Municipal Court for two years and was 
a volunteer Deputy District Attorney. He is a 
member of Baker & McKenzie, the world’s largest 
international law firm. 


Sierra Madrean invents PAL, 
firefighters’ helper, life-saver 


Last week we described 
the incidents that prompt¬ 
ed Gary Hood of Sierra 
Madre to invent a fire¬ 
fighter’s life-saving 
device. This week we will 
describe how the device 
was perfected. Ed. 

Gary Hood developed 
a model that didn’t have 
a motion sensor. But then, 
it was simply a small 
metal box he had bought 
at an electronics store, 
into which he wired a 
9-volt electromechanical 
annunciator and an on- 
off switch. The annuncia¬ 
tor was of the kind usually 
used in smoke detectors. 

Since Hood had pre¬ 
viously run a small smoke 
detector business, the 
idea for using a smoke 
detector buzzer in the 


personal alert system was 
a natural. It also proved 
to be a competitive 
advantage in later years, 
since the annunciator 
tone was directional. 

“The other systems 
that have popped up 
since then don’t have 
directional alarm tones,” 
Hood says. “The direc¬ 
tional tone makes it 
easier to find the 
person wearing the 
unit.” 

He brought the 
primitive model to the 
fire department and 
showed several 
friends how a firefighter 
could push the on-off 
button to sound the 
alarm, should he become 
lost or trapped inside 


a burning building. 
And, the system was light¬ 
weight enough to be 
worn instead of carried, 
ensuring that a fire¬ 
fighter would have it at 
all times. 

“The idea caught on 
with the guys at the sta¬ 
tion,” Hood relates. 
“Since there was inter¬ 
est, I built more 
units and started selling 
them. They only cost 
about $7 to $10 to 
build at the time. 

“Every guy who 
wanted a unit had a story 
about the time he’d 
needed one. Granted, 
some of the guys scoffed 
because they didn’t 
want to admit they 
would ever have to use 


one. But I had gotten 
more and more involved 
as I went along, 
and 1 investigated how 
firefighters had died 
in fires in the city of Los 
Angeles. I found that 
a lot of them wouldn’t 
have had to die if they’d 
had personal alert sys¬ 
tems.” 

A transfer to Sta¬ 
tion 35 in Los Angeles 
introduced Hood to 
another entrepreneur 
firefighter who was work¬ 
ing on an exit indica¬ 
ting system. The con¬ 
cept was that the system 
could be put on a door 
to show the way out 
through thick smoke. 
The two shared their

ideas and soon 
started a partnership,

Eventually, Hood 
bought his partner’s 
half of the business and 
concentrated only on the 
personal alert system, 
refining the product with 
the help of engineers, 
manufacturers and 
marketing specialists. 

He named the system 
PAL, standing for 
Personal Alarm Locator, 
and continued the busi¬ 
ness from a home office 
during his off-duty 
hours. 

The way in which the 


unit is worn has al¬ 
ways been a sensitive 
issue with Hood. Initially, 
the unit had four posts 
on the back and was 
designed for attach¬ 
ment to a turnout coat 
with a grommet. When 
Hood found that fire 
departments did not 
want to punch holes in 
their turnout coats, 
he eliminated the 
posts and added a 
wire clip that can be 
fastened to a breath¬ 
ing apparatus. Today, 
it is standard in the in¬ 
dustry for a personal 
alert system to be worn 
on a breathing apparatus.

stand anything about MWI). They don’t want MWD 
water because of the quality, source and cost,” 
she stated. 

She feels the council “needs to take a strong 
stand, to push forward rather than just looking to 
staff.” 

At this point, however, she has “no specified 
suggestions for them.” 

Buchan disappointed with district 

Councilman Roy Buchan feels differently about 
the possibility of securing MWD water. 

“Our district water is not potable. If we could 
get water from them, it would have to be either treat¬ 
ed or spread. MWD water would taste just like 
ours if we spread it and let it percolate into the 
ground as we do now with our surface water.” 

He, too, however, is less than happy with the 
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district. 

“I am very disappointed in the district’s per¬ 
formance. it was formed to provide additional wa¬ 
ter if needed. That was done for Monterey Park, 
Alhambra and Azusa, but not Sierra Madre. It 
hasn’t completed its job and we’ve paid some very 
heavy taxes to the district over the years. At one 
point it was as high as .10 per hundred dollars 
assessed valuation and it’s still the third highest item 
on out tax bill.” 

Buchan looks to the Raymond Basin Manage¬ 
ment Board for possible solutions to our problems, 
not to our district. 

“I have kind of lost faith in our district,” 
he stated. 

Maurer thinks district receptive 

Mayor George Maurer is more optimistic. He 
feels that the district “seems a little bit more re¬ 
ceptive now. They appear to be willing to look at 
possible solutions.”

ceptive atmosphere, he has submitted four specific 
requests to the district for help in negotiating various 
possible solutions ranging from direct means of ob¬ 
taining additional water to aid with feasibility and 
engineering studies on establishing added resources 
and obtaining more advantageous spreading credit 
in the Raymond Basin. 

His requests are currently in the hands of the 
district board of directors and the other four mem¬ 
bers of the City Council for consideration and 
suggestions. 

City staff with George Zimmerman acting as 
consulting engineer, are also preparing requests for 
submission to the Raymond Basin Management Board 
at their July meeting regarding changes in the for¬ 
mulas used for our spreading credit. 

Adams concerned with formula 

Councilman Gary Adams stated that if we don’t 
get rain pretty soon Sierra Madre is going to be in 
real trouble and “our primary concern now is 
straightening out the formula used by our Raymond 
Basin” which he feels overly penalizes the water we 
spread. 

This creates a retd problem, he pointed out, 
when the tunnels were under repair and that water 
was spread instead of being put directly into the sys¬ 
tem, with the same “loss” formula applied as to 
surface run-off. 

As a result, the watermaster’s report showed 
us as being 565 acre feet overpumped at the end of 
fiscal year 1989 and Adams thinks it may now be 
almost as much again. He believes the formula 
should have been one for one, since tunnel water is 
not counted as part of the penalized spreading credit, 
but normally is free and clear since it is put direct-

He says the water table wees also so low when 
that was spread that none would have escaped into 
the lower San Gabriel Basin — the reason for our 
usual penalties, which gives us only 40 percent credit 
for the water we spread the first year and decreases 
beyond that in subsequent years. 

Like Buchan, he is looking to the Raymond 
Basin Management Board for solutions now, not 
our district. 

He feels, like Maurer, that the district is will¬ 
ing to do something, but doesn’t know if it can 
help us even if it wants to do so. 

He wants to sit down with the district’s legal 
staff and our city attorney and determine exactly 
what our legal rights and obligations as a member 
of the district may be, as well as the district’s 
obligations to us. 

“People don’t realize the situation is as serious 
as it is,” he said. “We need to get our problems 
in the Raymond Basin solved. Then we can talk 
about the San Gabriel Basin.” 

In our next article we will include interviews 
with Charles Corp, our district representative, 
Tom Shollenberger, Sierra Madre resident 
and member of the Raymond Basin Management 
Board for a number of years until a recent change 
in position to General Manager of Rancho Cuca¬ 
monga County Water District, as well as several 
other individuals involved in seeking solutions to 
our water problems. 

From them we will learn about some of the pos¬ 
sibilities which exist, what they feel we should be 
pushing for, and what both the district and Ray¬ 
mond Basin boards may or may not be willing 
and/or able to do for us.
